SENATOR CARPENTER ON THE ELEC­ 
TION O f 1880. 


Senator Matt Carpenter has been inter­ 
viewed by a representative of the Wash­ 
ington Republican, in reference to the 
Presidential contest of 1330, and he sounds 
an alarm which we think is hardly justi­ 
fied. Senator Carpenter, has studied the 
situation very carefully and has heard the 
opinions of the leading Democrats of the 
East concerning the com se they now pro­ 
pose to take to secure a Democratic Pres­ 
ident in 13S0. But he is as well able to judge 
of the intentions of the Democrats as any 
Republican in the country, and what 
he now eays rn reference to the great 
struggle of next year, may be entitled to 
more weight than people would generally 
suppose.

AGRICULTURAL ITEMS. 
The orange crop of Florida for the sea­ 
son of 1879-80 promises to be from ten to 
twenty per cent larger than tor the season 
of 1878-79. 
Indian corn was first grown by Euro­ 
peans in this country at the James river 
settlement in Virginia, in 1<‘»08. 
In 1009 
more than forty acres were grown by me 
Virginia planters. 
Farm lands in De Witt county, Illinois, 
mat could have bein bought for $20 and 
$26 an were recently, arc now beld at $30 
lo $45, transactions having been made at 
the high figure. 
Cattle thieves are numerous in McLeod 
and Meeker counties, Minnesota. 
Over 
forty head have been stolen recently, and 
almost every day r imc one comes to Min­ 
neapolis looking for stray bovines. 
The stock of lard in the country is es­ 
timated at 250 COO to 275,00 tierces— 
largely in excess ot the supply on hand 
one year ago. The stock of other kinds 
of pre duct Is considered smaller tnau one 
year ago. 
Hog cholera in a strange and most 
malignant form bas broken out among the 
swine of farmers la the vicinity of Ocono­ 
mowoc, Wis. One large stcok-raiser in 
Summit, lost nearly one hundred fine hogs 
in less than two weeks by means of the 
epidemic, and farmers generally are f righ­ 
tened et the prospect. 
Only 170 head of live cattle were ex­ 
ported from New York to foreign markets 
last week. 
The export trade bas been 
overdone and the cattle marketed in Liver­ 
pool since lest June has lost “brls” of 
money for the shipper. 
A ‘‘boom” is 
needed In this branch of business. 
lo all accounts the fairs lately held rn 
nearly every part of the country, there are 
few things more remarkable than the rapid 
propagation of Jersey cattie noted by the 
prominent positions they hold at ihe dif­ 
ferent exhibitions. A lew years Duck, a 
Jersey was seldom seen at any of the fairs, 
except here and there in the East, whereas, 
now, according to nearly all reports, they 
number as many as noy other breed, ana 
often more. 
A novel system of agriculture has for a 
number of years been practiced on a farm 
rn Hertfordshire, England. The owner, 
Mr. Frout, instead of harvesting the crops 
himself, divides the fields Into bks when the 
grain begins to ripen, aod the crops are sold 
upon their roots at public unction. 
No 
live SU ck is kept, and the fertility of the 
soil is entirely kept, up by artificial man­ 
ure. For the thirteen yean since I860 
the average expens i of running the farm 
have yearly amounted to $16,500, aod the 
net income for the came period has yearly 
averaged sixteen par oent. of that sam, or 
$2640. It bae thus proved a decided suc­ 
cess, while nomberJen of farms cultivated 
by the ordtdary method have been barely 
able to pay expenses, and many have run 
behind band.
